REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS 

The  undersigned  Water  Commissioners  of  the  town  of 
Claremont,  met  on  the  i6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.,  1903,  and 
organized  by  electing  H.  W.  Parker,  chairman  ;  Geo.  W.  Paul, 
clerk ;  and  Ira  F.  Chandler,  treasurer.  James  L.  Rice  was 
appointed  Superintende  nt  at  a    salary    of  one  thousand    dollars 
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annually.  The  commissioners  hereby  submit  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  January  ist,  1904,  The  reports  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  treasurer  may  be  considered  a  part  of  this  report. 
These  show  what  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  depart- 
ment. It  will  be  seen  that  the  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one 
in  all  respects. 

The  works  have  been  extended  very  largely  and  are  now 
in  excellent  condition,  giving  good  service  to  the  town.  A  new 
code  of  rules  or  by-laws  went  into  operation  July  ist,  1903. 
By  these  rules  the  water  rates  were  not  increased  but\the  inten- 
tion was  to  make  the  rates  more  equal  and  just.  The  Com- 
rnissioners  have  made  extensive  examination  and  investigation 
of  the  rates  charged  for  water  in  other  localities,  and  they  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  rates  are  lower  in  this  town  than  in 
most  towns  in  New  England  of  the  size  of  Claremont.  The 
net  income  from  the  works  is  increasing  yearly  and  is  more 
than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  water  bonds  issued  for 
the  support  of  Stevens  High  school ;  but  in  this  connection  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  system  is  growing  older  and  is 
necessarily  wearing  out  and  the  time  will  come  at  no  distant 
day  when  the  town  will  be  called  upon  to  make  more  or  less 
repairs  and  the  surplus  earnings  can  and  should  be  used  for  that 
purpose. 

On  account  of  the  unusual  conditions  in  regard  to  water 
supply  it  has  been  necessary  since  January  ist,  1904,  to  use  the 
pumping  station  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public. 
The  wells  connected  with  the  pumping  station  are  found  to  be 
in  perfect  condition  and  furnish  an  excellent  supply  of  pure 
water; 

The  whole  property  at  present  is  in  good  condition  and 
the  town  is  very  fortunate  to  possess  so  valuable  a  system  of 
water  works.

Report  on  Sewerage  System 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  A.  D.,  1903,  a 
Committee  on  sewerage  was  appointed  consisting  of  the  Select- 
men, Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent.  The  Com- 
mittee organized  at  an  early  day,  and  H.  C.  Sanders  was  elect- 
ed chairman  and  Geo.  W.  Paul  was  elected  clerk.  The  Com- 
mittee held  a  large  number  of  meetings  and  after  investigating 
the  different  systems  of  sewerage  in  operation  in  the  different 
New  England  states  and  elsewhere,  and  after  corresponding 
with  different  civil  engineers,  finally  decided  to  employ  Mr.  E. 
Worthington  of  Dedham,  Mass.,  who  stands  among  the  best 
civil  engineers  in  New  England.  Mr.  Worthington  adopted 
the  plans  made  by  Messrs.  Young  &  Gay  for  the  town  in  1S89, 
and  used  them  so  far  as  they  could  be  used  and  then  proceeded 
to  make  a  full  and  complete  survey  of  the  town  with    plans    and 


Specifications-  Mr.  Worthington's  report  has  been  published  iri 
full  and  widely  distributed  among  the  citizens  of  Claremont. 
These  plans  and  specifications  can  be  used  at  any  time  when 
the  town  sees  fit  to  adopt  them  and  are  perfect  in  all  respects 
for  a  complete  system  of  sewerage.  On  account  of  the  great 
expense  which  would  be  incurred  if  these  plans  had  been  put 
into  operation  and  on  account  of  the  high  price  of  labor  and 
material,  the  Committee  did  not  feel  justified  in  proceeding 
with  the  undertaking  without  first  laying  the  whole  subject  be- 
fore the  town  for  its  action.  On  examination  it  was  found  that 
the  town  had  not  formally  adopted  section  lo  of  chapter  79  of 
the  public  statutes,  authorizing  towns  to  construct  public 
sewers. 

This  we  recommend  the  town  to  do.  We  invite  a  careful 
study  of  Mr.  Worthington's  report  before  any  action  is  taken. 
The  Committee  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
this  subject  and  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of 
Claremont  require  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  system  at  an 
early  day.  Without  making  specific  recommendations  we  ask 
the  voters  to  carefully  consider  this  subject  in  all  of  its  aspects 
and  take  such  action  as  is  decided  best.

During  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1904,  there  were  sixteen

During  the  year  there  have  been  an  unusual  number  of 
fires,  but  fortunately  without  great  loss,  with  the  exception  of 
the  fire  in  Union  block,  and  at  the  Johnson  house  on  Prospect 
street.  Both  of  these  fires  occurred  during  extreme  cold  weath- 
er, while  the  Union  block  fire,  breaking  out  in  the  night,  had  a 
great  start  before  any  alarm  was  sounded.  It  "was  also  a  diffi- 
cult fire  to  reach,  owing  to  its  location,  and  the  men  of  the  De- 
partment being  handicapped  to  a  certain  extent,  by  not  having 
such  equipment  as  a  fire  in  the  top  stories  of  a  high  building 
calls  for.  The  fact  that  only  a  portion  of  the  block  was  touched 
by  the  fire  at  all,  is  good  proof  that  it  was  a  good  stop  and  well 
handled. 

The  fire  in  the  Johnson  house  had  worked  into  the  parti- 
tions and  spread  tlirough  the  building  before  the  alarm  was 
given. 

The  brush  fires,  while  exceeding  in  number  those  of  the 
previous  year,  did  not  entail  any  serious  loss,  and  were  fortu- 
nately checked  before  spreading  over  any  extensive  territory. 

As  will  be  noted  there  were  a  large  number  of  still  alarms 
for  incipient  fires,  the  fortunate  discovery  of  which  enabled  them 
to  be  handled  with  cheinical  extinguishers.  For  such  small 
fires,  generally  in  partitions  or  around  chimneys, — and  even  for 
brush  fires, — a  chemical  engine  would  be  a  convenience. 

During  the  past  year  the  electric  fire  alarm  system  has  been 
remodeled  and  divicled  into  three  circuits.  The  service  has 
been  extended  to  Claremont  Junction,  box  44,  and  West  Clare- 
mont,  box  33,  and  a  new  switch  board  installed  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  alterations  and  additions.  Fire  alarm  boxes 
have  been  placed  at  West  Lafayette  and  Main  Sts.,  No.  34,  and 
Draper's  Corner,  No.  43. 

The  hook  and  ladder  apparatus  has  been  put  upon  runners, 
for  winter  service,  proving  very  satisfactory  and  facilitating  mat- 
ters to  a  great  degree  in  responding  to  alarms  tlirough  deep 
snow  and  heavy  travelling. 

The  Department  equipment  has  also  been  increased  by  the 
purchase  of  a  set  of  Eastman  deluge  nozzles. 

Three  hydrants  have  been  added,  viz.,  at  Draper's  Corner, 
corner  West  Pleasant  and  Mulberry  Sts.,  and  corner  of  South 
and  Severance  Sts. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of  five  bun- 
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dred  (500)  feet  of  hose,  and  about  three   (3)    additional   ladders 
for  the  hook  and  ladder  truck. 

I  also  wish  to  keep  before  property  owners  the  fact  that 
additional  hydrants  are  a  means  of  economy  in  the  long  run. 
They  save  buying  hose,  as  well  as  proving  safeguards  to  prop- 
erty. There  should  be  hydrants  in  the  rear  of  every  business 
block  in  town, — especially  one  or  more  in  Crescent  St.,  and  in 
the  areas  behind  town  hall  and  Hunton,  Union  and  Heywood 
blocks. 

Several  important  localities  are  yet  unprovided  with  fire 
alarm  boxes,  noticeably  Fairview,  Chestnut  St.,  corner  Summer 
and  Pleasant,  corner  School  and  Franklin,  and  the  thickly  set- 
tled district  east  of  East  Pleasant  St. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  town  provide  suitable 
sleeping  quarters,  centrally  located,  for  four  firemen,  who  shall 
be  ready  to  answer  night  alarms,  according  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  made.  The  need  of  such  service  has 
been  shown  several  times  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion  I  recommend  the  placing  of  a  reel  of  hose  at 
Claremont  Junction. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  hard  one  for  the  firemen,  who 
have  been  called  upon  to  combat  a  number  of  stubborn  fires  in 
extremely  cold  weather.     . 

Especially  sad  is  the  case  of  Robert  F.  Dressell  of  Eagle 
hose,  whose  death  followed  exposure  and  injury  received  while 
on  duty  at  the  Union  block  fire.  Hoseman  Dressell  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Departmenf  fur  almost  twenty  years,  and  was 
classed  ab  one  of  the  most  efficient  men. 

First  Assistant  Elmer  J.  Leavitt,  a  faithful  member  of  long 
standing  in  Tiger  H.  &  L.  Co.,  is  at  present  writing  confined 
from  the  effects  of  a  cold,  contracted  at  the  Prospect  St.  fire, 
that  developed  pneumonia. 

James  Collins,  wdiile  driving  Eagle  hose  team  for  the  Pros- 
pect street  fire,  was  thrown  from  his  seat  by  the  runner  catching 
in  the  car  tracks  in  Pleasant  street  and  sustained  injury  to 
shoulder  that  kept  him  from  v^ork  some  little  time. 

I  take  pleasure  in  thanking  members  of  the  Department  for 
hearty  and  willing  service  in  all  instances  ;  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  timely  assistance;  and  the  public  for  its  co-operation 
and  good  will.

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REPORT  OB^  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE  PARAN  STEVENS  FUND  AND  THE 

HELEN  R.  HEALEY  FUND  FROM 

FEB.  15,  1903  TO  FEB.  15,  1904. 

O.  B.  Way,  J.  D.  Upham,  J.  M.  Whipple,  Trustees. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  these  Funds, 
there  have  been  received  as  additions  as  follows:  From  the 
Stevens  estate  for  western  lands  sold,  $530.30  ;  from  the  Helen 
R.  Healey  estate  through  Ira  Colby,  administrator,  $^3. 575-13, 
and  from  the  sale  of  real  estate  on  High,  Richards  and  Spofford 
streets  $3,785.00.  With  these  additions,  there  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Trustees  $78,104.56  Stevens  fund,  and  $56,047.29 
Healey  fund,  making  a  total  of  $134,151.85.  Of  this  amount 
$134,100.00  is  Invested  at  4  per  cent  interest  per  annum  in  the 
Claremont  Water  Supply  Bonds.  The  income  from  these 
funds  the  ensuing  year  will  be  about  $5,364.00.  It  is  hoped  this 
sum  will  be  increased  by  the  early  sale  of  more  real  estate. 
The  whole  income  will  be  paid  to  the  Stevens  High  School 
committee  from  time  to  time  as  required  for  the  support  of  the 
school. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  still  in  charge  of  the 
Trustees  the  "Fiske  place"  belonging  to  the  Stevens  fund,  and 
three  houses  and  five  vacant  lots  belonging  to  the  Healey  fund. 
These  are  to  be  sold  at  the  earliest  favorable  opportunity  and 
thus  will  the  benefits  to  Stevens  High  school  be  notably  in- 
creaseu. 

During  the  year  a  new  street  (Richards  street)  has  been 
built  across  the  Healey  land  from  High  street  to  Spoftbrd  street, 
and  the  whole  tract  laid  out  into  twenty  house  lots,  four  of 
which  have  houses  thereon  and  sixteen  are  vacant.  One  house, 
"■The  Jacques  place,"  and  eleven  vacant  lots  have  already  been 
sold  at  an  aggregate  price  of  $3,785.00.  There  has  also  been 
received  from  the  sale  of  grass,  apples  and  old  lumber  $37.50, 
of  which  $30.36  has  been  expended  in  surveying,  marking  lots, 
repairs,  etc. 

The  Fiske  house  and  the  three  Healey  houses  are  all  rented 
at  a  moderate  price.

Board  of  Health 


We  have  had  reported  to  lis  during  the  past  year  the  follow- 
ing cases  of  contagious  diseases  :  Diphtheria,  8  ;  typhoid  fever, 
5 ;  scarlet  fever,  8  ;  measles,  350.  Two  of  the  eight  cases  of 
diphtheria  ended  fatally,  and  in  two  of  the  cases  of  measles  com- 
plicated with  some  other  disease  death  followed.  All  other 
cases  reported  ended  in  recovery. 

During  the  early  part  of  summer  the  State  Board  of 
Health  called  for  the  appointment  of  some  person  as  inspector 
of  milk.  H.  G.  Case  was  appointed,  and  he  received  from  the 
State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  a  case  of  bottles  and  special  di- 
rections as  to  the  method  of  obtaining  and  sending  the  samples 
of  milk.  The  inspector  obtained  a  sample  of  milk  at  least 
twice  during  the  summer  from  each  milk  dealer  and  sent  it  as 
directed  for  examination.  The  report  sent  from  the  laboratory 
was  highly  satisfactory  in  every  case.  In  every  case  the  milk 
was  found  to  be  up  to  the  required  standard,  and  no  sample 
was  found  to  be  adulterated  by  the  addition  of  preservatives, 
coloring  materials,  or  water. 

The  last  issue  of  the  Sanitary  Bulletin  is  devoted  largely  to 
the  subject  of  food  supplies,  their  adulterations,  legal  require- 
ments, etc.  This  publication  is  issued  quarterly  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  is  free  to  everybody  who  will  send  their 
name  and  address  to  the  secretary  of  the  board.  The  last  issue 
in  regard  to  food  is  of  great  value  and  should  be  read  by 
everyone. 

In  most  towns  the  size  of  Claremont  there  is  some  person 
employed  to  collect  and  remove  garbage.  Every  person  who 
keeps  house  will  have  a  good  many  things  they  want  to  get  rid 
of,  and  as  a  rule  such  garbage  and  rubbish  is  thrown    in    a    pile 
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about  the  place  somewhere,  or  into  the  street  and  is  a  cause  ot 
many  complaints.  We  strongly  urge  and  recommend  that 
some  person  be  employed  by  the  town  to  collect  this  garbage 
from  each  house  in  the  thickly  settled  part  of  the  town  once 
each  week  during  the  summer  months  at  least.  There  is  great 
need  of  something  being  done  about  a  town  dump  and  we  hope 
the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to  purchase  land 
suitable  for  a  town  dump.  Our  present  dump  is  supposed  to  be 
into  the  river,  but  a  good  many  people  who  go  there  with  loads 
of  rubbish  and  all  sorts  of  filth  seem  to  think  the  public  highway 
is  just  as  well  and  more  convenient.  We  believe  it  a  bad 
practice  to  use  either  the  river  or  the  highway  for  the  dumping 
place  of  the  filth  of  our  town.
